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FROM THE EDITOR: 

When David Phillips of Port Alberni, B.C., forwarded his latest Alaskan ‘wood’ article (Hooligans Saloon ~ 
Soldotna) to me, he also included an article on geocaching woods from Alaska (see page 5). Now, | have 2 
admit that | had heard the term ‘geocaching’ before but knew very little about it (“Geo’ — for geography and 
‘Caching’ for the process of hiding a cache). So, onto the internet to ‘Google’ the term. 

For those of you, like me, here is, very briefly and simply, what it is. Geocaching is an adventure game for 
GPS users. The GPS unit is an electronic device that can determine your approximate location to within 6 to 20 
feet on the planet. The basic idea is to have individuals and organizations set up caches all over the world and 
share the location of these caches on the internet. GPS users can then use the location coordinates (normally 
given in longitude and latitude) to find the cache. The cache should be waterproof, placed tastefully within the 
local terrain and contain any number of more or less valuable items (treasures). The cache should contain a log 
book with information from the cache founder and notes for the cache’s visitors. Other items can be of great 
variety i.e. maps to local attractions, books, pictures, money, jewelry, games and a host of other things 
including obviously wooden tokens. The rules are simple: a) take something from the cache b) leave something 
in the cache and c) write something in the log book. 

That is a very simple overview of this adventure game even though it can get much more complicated and 
require special skills in order to find the cache i.e. when caches are placed under water (for scuba divers) or 
when caches are placed on a cliff side (for rock climbers) etc. I’m sure you get the drift. 

David didn’t say, in his story, how he got these geocache woods. Maybe he was playing the game! 


(Coincidence?) J think your editor now really understands the occurrence of ‘coincidence’. Since David Phillips 
sent this geocaching article to me, and after I ‘googled’ it, to better inform myself about it, would you believe 
these coincidences. In our local, weekly newspaper “The Banner” (early Feb. 2007), there appears a story on a 
local Orangeville family who regularly play this geocaching game and the fun they have doing so. Then, on Feb 
21° while I’m on the cross-country ski trails at the local Orangeville Manora Park, teaching local scho@ 
children nordic skiing, the classroom teacher, with the group of students, completely out of nowhere, asks me 1 
I know about geocaching and have | ever played this game. Of course, | was totally surprised but stated what | 
knew and that I hadn’t played the game. He immediately shows me, along this ski trail, where a local cache is 
located. I was tempted to look in the cache but I had nothing to leave, so didn’t. I’m tempted to leave one of my 
wooden nickels in it next time, however. I had skied past this cache dozens of times before completely unaware 
of it. He indicated that there were many other caches in the area, as well. He plays the game. Small world!

Many of our C.A.W.M.C. members will recognize the name Norm Boughton, an avid American collector of 
wooden tokens. Sadly, Norm passed away on Jan. 25, 2007 at the age of 75. Norm had just recently taken on the 
task as editor of “Bunyan’s Chips”, the official newsletter for our American counterpart in ‘wood’ collecting, 
the ‘International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors’ (I.0.W.M.C.). I have often referred to this 
publication in the past. Norm lived in New York State and was a past president of I.O.W.M.C. He was a dealer 
who owned a very large collection of wooden money, which included a lot of Canadian material. He is survive 
by his wife, Maurina, and two sons and a daughter. We have lost a tremendous supporter and promoter of our 
hobby.

I checked out this Saloon on speculation, in hopes of finding a wooden token. I lucked out! 

Staff told me they had been after management for some time to have wooden drink tokens. 
They knew that tokens are not only useful as ‘rain checks’ for drinks another time, but also are 
very lucrative to the Bar, as very often the tokens are never redeemed. Patrons often forget to 
bring them in, out-of-town patrons do not get back to redeem them and many are kept as 
souvenirs (or in wooden token collectors’ collections!). 

Finally, management consented to order some in and I was thus able to obtain two samples 
(shown here). They are virtually ‘hot off the press’ as the wooden token program at Hooligans 


is only ‘days old’. 


ALASKA GEO CACHING WOODS -by David Phillips 


There is a new category of Alaska woods appearing. These are the woods put out by Alaska 
Geo Cachers. These woods feature the geo cacher’s nicknames and are called “signature 
woods ”. 

These signature woods are left in caches found by the wood’s owners, thus leaving their 
“signature” behind, indicating they have found that cache. 

I am aware of 4 Alaska geo cacher woods as follows: three from Anchorage geo cachers: 

“ FLYRFN ”, “ MamaMouse and the Mice Kids ”,and “ The Slat Rat ” 
and one from Eagle River geo cachers: “Irb&mlb ” 
No doubt there will be more as the geo caching hobby expands and matures.

“DAIRY QUEEN” WOODS 


In last month’s newsletter, | said | would be publishing the more recent ‘Dairy Queen Updates’ m | 
out by C.A.W.M.C. member Bob Brown of Highspire PA. These ‘Updates’ include information on 
new or previously unknown Dairy Queen wood issues. These woods are not in the book, “A Picture 
Guide Book of the Dairy Queen Wooden Tokens” which Bob and George S. Hill began compiling 
about 1995 and eventually published in 1999. Your editor has not seen this book, nor do I know if 
copies are still available for purchase. I'll try to get that information from Bob and publish it. 

I do know that the book has over 1600 wooden tokens shown on 130 pages, with two pages of other 
tokens, plus some Dairy Queen memorabilia (over 140 pages in all). The book is spiral bound with 
cardboard covers. 

Bob has forwarded to me, | believe, all the ‘Updates’ since the publishing of the book and if I have 
counted correctly, in his ‘Updates’, Bob has reported on some 39 new or previously unknown Dairy 
Queen woods, not in his picture book. 

I will begin here by re-publishing some of the more recent updates and progress to others as space 
permits. If other “wood” material is not available, | could probably make two or three entire newsletters of just 
these ‘Updates’. Let’s hope lots of other ‘wood’ material surfaces so our newsletter has considerable variety. | 
do hope I am able to get decent photocopies of these woods to show with the write-up. 

As always, Bob continues to request that if anyone has any new Dairy Queen woods, to report, to 
please send the information to him as he does not list anything he does not see a good, clear photocopy 
of, or see the actual wood itself.
